This is in response to your letter asking for the 
comments of the CIA concerning a request the Committee 
has received for access to testimony given by former 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk in executive session on 
11 April 1961, 13 July 1962, 11 January 1963, 16 and 25 
January 1963, and 4 April 1966. 

These transcripts have been previously reviewed by 
the Department of State and we concur with the exemptions 
from declassification that they have recommended. In 
addition, however, we recommend further exemptions as 
noted in the individual transcripts.
